That his conduct should and will 
be condemned by all right-think- 
ing citizens is equally clear. But 
that he should be sent to prison 
for his misconduct seems to the 
casual observer entirely too 
vere. :

There is undeniable justice in 
the holding of the court that a 
defendant is liable for defaming 
the character of a deceased per- 
son without warrant or justifica- 
tion. But the basis for such an 
action would seem to rest on the 
injury to the feelings of the sur- 
viving relatives and friends of 
the one whose memory was libel- 
ed. In such a case there is a 
wrong—some one has suffered-— 
and the legal maxim that for 
every wrong there is a remedy 
clearly applies. 

But in the present case it would 
scem that the Father of his coun- 
try is amply able to stand the 
attack made upon him by the ob- 
secure Washingtonian, that such 
relatives and friends as the de- 
ceased may have still living are 
too remote to be the subject of 
any poignant anguish at an at- 
tack upon his character. If it is 
right to send a man to jail for 
committing a libel wpon the mem- 
ory of George Washington, why 
is it not equally justifiable 
punish ‘with imprisonment one 
who slanders the memory of 
Adam? On the face of things it 
would seem no worse to libel the 
Father of his Country than to 
libel the father of the human 
race—indeed, if numbers count 
for anything, Adam has the best 
of it, 

Patriotism is a lofty virtue, but 
it can not be enforced by court 
edict, and it looks very much as 
if this is what the Washington 
court has attempted to do.
